minutes. 
Judge Rauck was up town during 
the ''.early 
forenoon, 
and 
reuinied 
home about 11 
o’clock, complaining 
of pains near his heart. 
They gresv 
more severe and Dr. Edmund Nasse 
was summoned. 
Shortly after 
the 
airiva l 
of the 
physician the patient was taken vio­ 
lently ill. and died several 
minutes 
later with the members of his fam ily 
at his bedside. 
Judge Rauck was born in Weima^*, 
Germany, Oct. 11, 18 ÍS. He was edn 
cated In the common 
schools 
and 
later attended Fulda seminary, after 
which he took up the study of music. 
H e served two years in the Ninety- 
foiirtli regiment, 
Geruian 
iiifanf.v, 
rising to the rank of second lieuteu- 
aiiL

In 1866 Judge Rauck 
came to Am- ' 
erica, landin'^ in New York Cty. He 
remained there only a short time, go­ 
ing thence to New Orl^^ans. where ne ^ 
taught vocal and instrumontal music 
for a period of eighteen month.s.

Judge Rauck 
came to St. Louis, where he taught 
school for a time, and abso gave in- j 
tructlon in music.

in the Sixth ’.vard. 
The affidavits are 
signed b y five of the 
six 
el.-ction 
ju dges in the Sixth ward. 
Two of the ju dges so signing are 
democrats and three repu b lican.^. Two 
clerks of election have also tigned 
the affidavits, and a democralic clerk 
promised to sign 
a similar affidavit a s 
soon as he had refreshed his memory 
•b y a glance at the tally sheets. 
The discovery b y repu b lican lead­ 
ers of the discrepancy may pu t Gmel- 
ich in the lieu tenant governor e office 
and defeat Painter. 
When the votes w’ere cou nted in the 
Sixth W’ard at the last election Gmel- 
ich was fou nd to have ru n ab ou i thir­ 
ty ahead of hir ticket in that w’ard.

no 
coincidence 
among them. 
Doctor Harrison declared he would 
‘ rather go to hell than worship a God 
who would slaughter the innocent for 
the sins of a few.” He concluded that 
“ by no strain or credulity or faith 
could he imagine a God 
w’orthy of 
worship, yet capable 
of such atroci­ 
ties.” 
Commenting on these view's the lo­ 
cal 
clergymen 
take 
issue 
on tbe 
ground that G<^d did ordain the earth­ 
quake as a part of His plan, but not 
for the purpose of i>ersonal visitation 
of punishment. 
“ Was God’s hand 
in 
the 
earih 
quake? Did He ordain the ca ta stro­ 
phe? W'as asked the Rev. Dr. S. J . 
Niccolls, pastor of the Second Pres­ 
byterian church. 
“ I don’t know’ 
whetlier 
He 
was 
there or not.” he replied. “ T ha ven’t 
bad any information on the subject.” 
“ I would not like to 
believe the 
earthquake was ordained merely as 
an act of punishment. T think there 
are many now’ living who are suffer­ 
ing more than those lying dead there 
in the Strait 
of 
Messina,” declared 
the Rev. Dr. .T. B. Toomay, pastor of 
the 
Fountain 
Park 
Congregational 
church. “ If God wa sn’t in the earth­ 
quake He isn’t anywhere. T believe H 
W'as God’s w'ay, which is aliove our 
understanding.” 
The Rev. 
Dr. 
S. H. Wainwrlght, 
presiding elder of the St. T.ouls dis­ 
trict of the M. E. church. South, ex­ 
pressed his view’s as follows: 
“ The Lislxm earthquake gave rise 
to considerable discussion 
w’itli re­ 
gard to the righteous government of 
the universe, but we ha ve got a bet­ 
ter knowledge 
about 
Hie 
w'orld in 
which we live since. We know' that 
earthquakes are a part of the 
great 
process of world building. There is i 
constant adjustment going on '.n the 
ea rth’s crust, and it is marvelous that 
these processes can go on and the in 
tegrity of the planet he mnfniained. 
“ The earthquakes a ’e 
but a very 
slight disturbance compared with tbo 
equilibrium constantly 
preserved 
fn 
tbe strata of tbe earth. Earthquakes 
are no longer regarded a? law’less or 
malevolent. They are a nart of natur­ 
al law. But as regards the disaster at 
Messina and the destruction of life 
by the seismic disturbance, that In­ 
volves the problem of human suffer­ 
ing. As far as 1 am concerned, there 
is no rational solutio’i of this problem 
of human suffering on the mere basis 
of monotheism. T.X)Oked at from the 
point of view of Calvary we can un 
derstand this suffering 
of humanity 
and vindicate God because He shares 
it with us.” 
“ Whatever Ood doee not do direct­ 
ly He permits.” said the Rev. D. S. 
Phelan, pastor of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel Caihelic church, “ There are 
hut two a g encies—God and man. God 
is the primary agency and man the 
secondry. There is nothing that hap­ 
pens that God does not do, except in­ 
terfere w'ith tbe free 
w'ill of man, 
which He permits. If the earthquake 
W'as a process of nature, what Is na­ 
ture hut Qod’s W'ill'' 
“ You can imt say that the death 
caused by the Messina disaster was 
a personal viEitation of 
punishment. 
You may only infer that death is a 
universal punishment for us all, due 
to original sin. The manner of deain 
is determined by God. 
But it is .a 
mistake to suppose that such catas­ 
trophes are a special 
art 
of venge 
ance. 
“ God has a purpose In all that Ho 
does. If half the world 
were 
to be 
sw’allowed up by 
an 
earthquake as 
the instrument of God. it would bo 
for a holy and wise end. God. as in 
finite reason, w'oiild do nothing w'ltb- 
oiit reason. To suppose that God was

The Rev. Dr, Fa yette I... Thompson,

and 
catastrophe? 
happen for the punishment of man is 
an old J ewish idea, which do^s not 
accord with the teachings of Christi­ 
anity. Christ’s attitude on this ques- 


tion is shown In His reply lo the men 
who brought the blind child to Him, 
asking if the child’s 
affliction 
w’as 
due to the sins of th« ' parents or the 
child. He replied that it was iieiiher, 
but that the woiks of God might bo 
manifest. 
“ Then, death is not always a pun­ 
ishment. It is a mercy, 
.lust think 
what would happen if nobody died ”
